New York City'has 500 organized juve­ 
nile groups. About 400 of them are'social or 
sports clubs that give the authorities little 
trouble. The remainder' are gangs which 
give the city its chief juvenile delinquency 
problem. 
City authorities say these roistering, law­ 
less cliques reflect the deep problems of 
broken home life, economic insecurity and 
lack of legitimate outlets for youthful en­ 
ergy. 
So far this y e a r juveniles have com m it­ 
ted 22 m u rd ers in New York City. That is 
about normal. Recent events have stirred 
the city more. Three teenagers were knifed 
to death on the streets in ap p a re n t retalia­ 
tion for breaking some code of the fighting 
gangs. 
Flying squads of 50 police per squad 


have been placed on em ergency duty and 


assigned to critical districts. In addition 


23,000 personnel of the police department 


were made subject to call and the force 


was augm ented by 500 rookie police. As a 
result of these m oves juvenile crime has 
dropped. 


These obviously are only stop-gap m eas- j 
ures. Of more effect m ay be a conference 
of religious, civic and official leaders which 
has been called by Mayor Wagner. Society 
needs to probe deeply for the causes of or­ 
ganized teenage gangsterism and apply 
rem edies at the source. 


Should N ew York succeed, there will be 
a guide for other com m unities where p r o b ­ 
lem s are different only because 
smaller 
numbers are involved.
